be eclualh provided againſt for the future. 


P ON reading the Petition of the Lu/ring Company, 

Mr. Henry Baker Sollicitor to the Treaſury laid before the 

Committce a French Paſport, mark'd (A) Sign'd by the 

French King and dated the 7 day of July 1695. for Jobs 

Brady an Engliſhman, Maſter of an Enz/iſh Veſlel, called 

the Providence, Burthen Thirty Tuns to come from England in Ba/laſt into 

the Ports of Dzep and Calars, and there to Load only Silks Manufa- 

Qured in that Kingdom, he alſo had Liberty thereby ro go into the Ports 

of Holland to Load French Silks only, but was not to rouch at Dunkirk, 

which Paſport was intercepted, being incloſed in a Lerter Sign'd G and 

B dated the 3x Fanuary 1693. and directed for Mr. Nicholas Baudran 
Banker at Pars. 

He further ſaid, that it being diſcovered about April 1697, thatG. and B. 
wore Goudet and Barrau, two French Men, Merchants in London. The Duke 
of Shrewſbury (ent his Warrant in J»ne for the taking of Goudet, his Books 
= Papers (Barrau being then in F/o//and) which was done according-

That the Company hiving-a Lcrrer (ent them from tho Lords Juſtices, 
whereby, their Lotdihips were plcaſed ro intimage torhem, what Pra- 
Qices they had dereed, which had beenſet up tp underqnine. and deſtroy 
their Manufacture, \upon Which the Compaty, among other their Endea- 
vours, to furtherſuch Diſcoveries, made ſeyeral Searches about the Town 
to findour” Frexch Silks, that had been ſo  clandeſtinely brought i in, upon 
them: And to that End; a 

Mr. Rape ſaid, 'That in {carching one Mrs, Maſon S. Houſe, whercin ore 
Mr. Ravaud lodged, whom the Company ſuſpected, 'he found a Picce of 
French Alamode under his Bcd, and upon ſearching another Room in the 
faid Faſor's Houſe, he found in a Cloſer there, a Bag of Seals to the 
Number of + 300, the which he produced at rhe Committee, and {aid 
they were {uch- Scals as are commonly affixed to Ly/trinzs, brought over 
from Lyons ; W hcreupon- Ravard is ſince abſcondcd. 

That on the $ day .of January 1696, he ſearched the Houſe of one

Mayor, who directed both the Perſon and his Letters, which were Seiz'd

Daniel Baudgvin who attcfied, that he liyed! with one Mr. De.la Motte 
at Kairerdam abque. wo Years ffom 1690, Where he obſerved vaſt Quan- 
titics.of . Alamodes and  L»y/triags to be brought from - Lyons by way of 
Liſle and; Antwerp to- the faid (ie 1a Matte's:Warchonle, and he was etni- 
ploycd to take off rhe French Scals from the {aid Gogds, and affix Dutch 
Scals upon them. TY | 

Thar the ſaid De 1a Motte had not above 12 Looms,: and in the whole 
time he,liv'd with him, he did not fend above-3 or 490-Picees of his awn 
Goods for Exziaad, but-lent aboye 25000;Vieges ofthe-faigd Frevch Goods 
witlr thg Seals.alter'd as. aforeſaid, whigh-{ajd Goods: were, put on board 
Enzliſh and Dutch Men of -War in great Box:s, each of which did con- 
tain abour.-r09:Picces,, and la. brought them over hither,; - 

That.he was told by. Mr. De {a Mg/72's Book-keeper; that the (aid 
FINS 6h were conſign'd to ſeveral French Merchants: here, ( viz.) To Mr: 
Seignoret, Baudovin, 'Goudet, :Baraill.au and Longuevite, and that he had 
{ecn ſeveral Lerrers not ſigned, bur as the Book-kceper told him} they came 
from thoſe Gentlemen, wherein they own'd the Receipt of their ſaid 
Goods from time to time, and that Mr, De la Motte was made uſe of 
only as a Factor by the Merchants of Lyoxs to receive the ſaid Goods 
from #rautc, and by exchanging their Seals to tran{mit them ſecretly for 
F1zlind as, alorelaid. 

That hc had the greater Opportunity of knowing this Matter, not 
only as he was a Servant-in conliant waiting, but was-alſo Mr. De /a 
31otte's gencral In{peftor of all his faid Looms. 

Mir. Barry laid, That the Manufacture of Lyſtrinrs hath been, atternp- 
ce in Fag/and at (cvaral times near.qo years, but-mlgarryed ti)t ter up 
by this Company, that if thele Siiks were not, umported,- hc beligues 
icre. might be ten times as many Looms employed ; and the Peribns 
employed by cach Loom are the Dyer, Loom-maket, tarneis-maker; 
Read-maker , Winder , Warper , Quill-boy, Drefler; Weaver, Under-

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May the 25 1696, on board the Catharine in the Maeſe from Rotterdam, 
whereof one Nizhtingale was Maſter, that the ſame night there were 
great Quantities of Silks (as he thinks, for they were made up like 
Alamodes and Luſtrings) brought on board the ſaid Ship and removed in 
the night on board the Felvoer a Datch Ship. 

Capt. Foſeph Sanders (aid, thar on the 11. of November 1692, he ſent 
a Boat from Margate to Calais, John Lethered went Maſter about cight 
Voyages between that time and May 1694, and brought from 12 to 20 
Pacquetrs each return, only once he brought bur 7 ; and generally 8 or 
ro Pieces in a Pacquet, that he was employed by one Rigden who was 
his Partner in about 100 Pacquets, and ſent ſeveral Pacquets of Alamodes 
and Lace as mark'd in Paper (D) to Fohn Rigden, Seignoret and Com- 
pany, John Du Matre, Francis Grubert, Theodore Faultaine, Peter Di- 
hearce, Boutandon, Mr. Hatton, Peter Barailleau and Peter Gorey, and 
ſeveral! Pacquets and Parcels of Silks to Mr. Didier, Mrs. Maſon, Mr. 
Buckley, Mr. Singleton, Mr. Corbuzier, Mr. Wragg, Mr. Hart, Mr. Swe- 
thing, Mr. Toms and Mr. Ripper, as will more fully appear by the ſaid 
Paper mark'd (D) which he deliver'd into the Commitrtee. 

; That he had Letters by the hands of Rieder from ſome of the ſaid 
Merchants in the faid Liſt direted ro Bernard Gilbert, Mr. Pigault and 
Mr. James Hayes, Merchants at Calais for Luſtrings, Alamodes and Lace, 
and recciv'd them accordingly. 

That he commonly ſent his Veſſels over in Ballaſt, but once ſent oyer 
10 Bags of Wooll, and being at Calais from November 1696 to Fanuary 
following, he ſaw many of the French Sloops go out as often as the 
Weather would permit. And they took Silks on board them. 

He ſaw once 7 go in one day and 11 at another time, and ſaw aboye 
100 Bags of Wooll landed during the time he was there. 

That there were about 17 ſingle and double Sloops at Ca/av, Mr. Gz- 
bert and Pigault were Owners for the molt part of 9g of them, as he was 
inform'd by themſelves. 

That he was paid five ſhillings per pound weight Freight for Silks, 
and fix ſhillings per pound weight for Lace, and that his Boat was en- 
tred for Protection at Calais, - Bulloign and Dunkirk, that he ſent Johy 
Winton once to Holland, and Anthony Jewell twice to Rotterdam in 
1696 and 1697. 

That his Boat being taken by the Chattam and condemn'd, Pearſe 
and Corbuzier promis'd to reimburic his Charges, but have not yet done 
it. 

That he came fram FHo/land in September 1696, and Pearſe contra- 
ed with him in October following for 1c@ Guineas to carry Paſſengers 
to France, whom he afterwards knew to be Coll. Ingram his Lady and 
Neece and her Woman, Mr. William O Bryan and Cardell Goodman, and 
they were landed at Calais. 

That he ſent and employed John Brady to Holland to fetch Silks thence, 
and that the Providence, William Otto van Acker Maſter, did in Septem- 
ber 1696 bring abour 28 Pacquets of Silks from Rotterdam pur on 
board by Barailleau, Didier and others, as they own'd to him, and 
landed them near Al/dborough in Suffolk. 

That in 1694 he receiv'd from Artur Goodwin of Wivenhoe in Eſſex 
by the hands of 7homas Child four Pacquets of Silks, which he deliver'd 
to Peter Gorey in (Uueen-ſtreet by Guildhall, 

That 
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That he-was entruſtcd in che bringing over aboye 100 Pacquets of 
Flanders Lace from Holland. 

Thar he had from 3 to 7. Guineas for Freight and Delivery of ſome 
of thoſe Pacquets. , 

That he deliver'd ſeveral Parcels to St. Henry Furnace, the laſt Parce! 
was about 3 or 4 years ſince. 

He produc'd a Bill of Lading dared the 5 of Augy/ft 1697 of 61 Par- 
cels of Goods, being 45 pleces of Alamodes, 6 pieces of Luſtrings, 45 
pieces of Muſlin, 600 pound weight of Cocoa Nuts, 32 Necklaces, 
70 pound of Borax, ſet on board the Dragon his Ship, the Goods were 
conſigned to Mr. Blackwood in Edinburgh, but were to be deliver'd to 
Mrs. Maſon, Mr. Toms, Corbuzier and Ripper and others, they were 
deliver'd him at Rotterdam and rhe Bill fign'd by ZZayes on Account of 
the ſaid Merchants. 

That in Seprember 1695. he ſent Brady to Dort, ar the requeſt of Mrs. 
Maſon and Wragg for Luſtrings and Silk, but their Correſpondents there 
having ſome Jealouſy of Brady, would not Lade their Silks on Board 
his Veſſel. 

Gabriel Tahaurdin aid, that Mc. Floffman a Merchant of Lyons did 
in June 1694 offer him to Sale ſome Alamodes which he had in Calais 
and Holland, but he refuſing to buy them, Foffmas ſaid, he ſhould be 
ruined if he could not ſell them, and told him further, that he was told 
in London that for 100000 Crowns, the Parent of the La/tring Company 
might be broke, and that he was ſure the Town of Lyons would moſt 
willingly give that Money. 

Anthony Jewell (aid, that they brought in the ſaid Dragon the 2 of 
Fanuary laſt, 27 Parcels from Oftend, deliver'd by Joſe; h D' Egremont con- 
ſign'd all ro George Furnace. . 

Thar he went off ro Calais from between Dover and Folkffone in No- 
wvember laſt, and carried 9 Packs of Fleece-Wool, and 3 ſmail Parcels, 
which he delivered ro Mr. Pigault at Calais, that he faw Mr. Pigauiz 
make up 200 Pieces of LufFrings at his own houſe, he entred them ar the 
Cuſtom houſe, and put them on Board a Deal- Hooker, whereof one Kite 
was the Emg/iſh Maſter, there was allo a French Maſter in the Hooker, 
and ſhe was bound to Rye, that he moſt days faw French Sloops coming in 
with Wool, and going out with Silks, whilſt he was at Calais 

Mr. John Ford \aid, that of the Goods ſeized by him and now ſecured 
in His Majeſties Warchouſe, Michae! Billingham claims the French Gloves, 
Fans, Lace and Muſlins. It is proved thar the 3 firſt belong ro one 
Bedford a Papilt, and the laſt ro Sr. Henry Furnace. 

Reny Harris claims 4 Pacquets of Lace, 46 Pieces of Cambrick, 
13 Pacquets of Damask, and 3 Pacquers of Diaper, which are all pro- 
ved to belong to George Furnace, and were brought over by Fewell, 

Anthony Didier claims the Borax and Cocoa, and Mr. Porter and Alſton 
own 500 pound Weight of Cocoa, the Borax belongs to Toms and 
Ripper, and Daniel De la Motte claims 45 pieces of Muslin, of which 2 5 
picces belong to Mrs. Maſon, and 20 pieces to one Burdet. 

The Claims are made in ſham Names, to put the Officer togreat Charge 
and Trouble in condemning the Goods, and to prevent the further Pcenal- 
ties inflicted by Law. 

Mr. Fohn Thorp ſaid, that he was employed about May 1690 by 
Mr. Barazlleau to hire Boats to go to France, that having a Boat ready, 
he received Orders in Writing from Barailleau by Letter, and by Notes

incloled from Gondet, Seignoret, Gorey, and Du: Matre, to Pigautt, Molien 
and Feat Wl; Gilbert and James Hayes of Calais tq deliver Luſtrings, 
Alamodes and, Black Lacs, he, received the Goods and delivered them 
all to Barailleas,” but they ſeverally paid hir Money for bringing the 
ſame, and thankr him for his Care; that rhe. firſt Voyage he carryed Co- 
med Wooll, which he took in at Remney-Marſh, the Wooll belonged to 
Fames Durdein , John Bount and Daniel Deuine. all . of Canter- 
bury ; Rovert Smith went the firſt Voyage and brought Bills for the Wooll, 
and the Silks before mentioned. fl, 

There was'2.0 5.aPack paid to the Boatman for carrying over theWooll, 

and 15 5. a Pack for carrying the ſame from Canterbury to;put it on Board, 
and 5 s. for Comb'd Wooll being put on Board out of the Marſh. 
Thar all Perfons living thereabouts are generally employed in the 
Owling Trade, that not one- in a hundred but what is concern'd there. 
in, and he has heard feyeral of- thoſe who: live in the Marſh fay, thar 
if a Ga//ows- was ſet up every Quarter of a Mile, yet they would carry 
the Wooll off; that he has livd ,in Canterbury thele 20 Years, 
2nd-hath obſery'd the faid Trade hath always been carryed on. 

Thar the lare Profecutions have leflencd rhis Trade, and that there 
harh not. been a quarter ſo much carcjed off laſt year as formerly. 

Thar he continued the ſaid Trade for about three years and an half, 
11} after the firſt 7 or 8 Mopths he commonly ſent 2 or 3 Boats in a 
Week, and brought over from 50 to 109 Pacquers of Silks in a week, 
lc manap's for Xert, and Me. Garland far, Suſſex, and when he came to 
211y Loſs then more Silks Were ſent to Garland, and if Garland had any 
[.-'s then they were ſent xo hjm the ſaid. Thorpe. | 

” That rhere are 10 or 12 pieces of Silk. in a Pacquet, .that he had at 
once by him-1760 pound weight of Silks and Lace, that thoſe Silks arg 
worth about 4 /. Srerling per pound, weight, and about, 4 pound weight 
of Silk in each pigce. ,, _ - od 1 3 

That he .generally went freighted with Woall, and. return'd with 
Silks and Lace, that they commonly employed Frerch Boats and Men 
fo prevent Diſcovery, that he believes x00 Packs of Wooll at leaſt were 
weekly ſent to France from Rumney Marſh and Kent. 

And gave into the Committee a. particular Account of Laf7rings and 
Alamodes brought over in 1692, and 1693. which were put on board him 
by Meſlrs. Pigault, Gilbert, Molien and Hautwille and James Hayes of 
Calais conſign'd to the DireQtion: of Peter Barailleau or Dinah Maſon for 
Peter Gorey, Seignaret and Company, Middy, Du Matre, Goudet and 
Company, Gairdult, Debilly, Meſlrs. Aurioll's, Montbrun, Grubert, Ways 
emburgh, fgr Dihearce, Bedford and Mrs. Parthon, and were deliver'd to 
Peter Barailleau or Dinah Maſon at her houſe, as will more fully appear 
by the Paper mark'd (E)' which he gaye into the Committee, and laid, 
that as much-more at leaſt had paſs'd rhrough his hands for the ſame 
Perſons in a few years before.

Then the Committee procceded to hear ſeverally in defence of them» 
ſelves the Perſons charged with correſponding with France, and importing 
French Luſtrings, Alamodes and Lace ; and Mr.Goudet being asked, whe- 
cher a Copy Book of Letters mark'd (A) then ſhew'd him (and which 
was taken in his Cuſtody) was his Book. 

Said in Anſwer, That bis Books having been Ten Months our of his 
hands, he cannot remember, whether it be his Book, unleſs he ſhould cxa- 
min it Article by Article, and Sum by Sum, and for that the ſame have 
been in the Luſtring Company's Hands, who are his Enemies , and have 
threatned his Ruin , he has realon to believe they have been counterfei- 
ted, and {o cannot own them. 

And that he ſhould give the ſame Anſwer toall the reſt of the Books 
and Papers then lying before the Committee, having been adviſed by 
Counſel, and did {o, when they were produc to him (though ſeiz'd in 
his Cuſtody with the Copy Book of Letters aforeſaid.) 

And being ſhew'd the Letter of the 3x of Jaxuary 169}, ſigned G. and

Thar he was in Partnerſhip with Goudet and Barras for the whiole, 
bur believes that Goudet had ſome particular Commerce. 

Thar he knows nothing of the Money charg'd to be paid in Lambert's 
Books, but that he did pay his Share of the Compoſition-money tg 
Thorpe upon the Information againſt Mr. Goudet. 

That he is now parted from the Partnerſhip, tho' they have not ſettl'd 
any Account nor given eaclrother any Diſcharge, bur as Debts that were 
{tanding our are paid, they account for them to each other. 

Mr.Buckley (aid, That he never reccived any French Silks from abroad, 
That he knows Capt.Saunders , but never had or bought any Goods of 
him ; but only that the Capt. about a Year and a half ſince, left a piece 
of French Silk at his Houſe, and deſired him to ſell it for him,and he did 
ſo, and gave the Captain the Money, being about 8 /. and had no other 
dealings with him, only once was Bail for him upon a Quarrel. 

Mr. Wragg (id, That Saunder's Teſtimony was falſe ; for that he ne- 
ver had any dealings with him , nor cver received any French Silks from 
abroad direly or indire&tly ; but that what Silks he had,he bought here 
in Town, and moſtly of the Company, That he does not know Brady, 
nor did he ever ſend him to Dorz. 

Mr. Girault (aid, That he never had any Silks from Thorpe or Baraillean, 
nor from Fraxce. 

Mr. Haultain\aid, That he does not know Saunders, nor ever had any 
thing to do with him, nor does he know any thing of the matter. 

Whereupon Mr. Saunders produced Letrers from Perſons in Calais, 
whereby it did appear, that ſeveral Parcels of rhe ſaid Silks were con- 
ſigned to Haultain and others, and to be conveyed to them by him.

Thar the owns the Seals to be found in a Room in her Houſe, where 
none bur her ſelf and Daughter had lain for three years, bur before that 
time Merchants and others had lodged there. 

Thar Saunders paid her 50 or 60 Guineas upon Mr. Baraileau's Ac- 
count, but ſhe never had any Silks from F4and, that ſhe knows no- 
thing of the Goods ſaid to be confign'd to Blackwood of Edinburgh, 
which Saunders ſays he brought over from Baraileau for her. 

Thar ſhe never knew John Brady, nor ever direQted Saunders to ſend 
any Boat ro DO RT. | 

That ſhe never had any Muſlin from abroad, nor ever bought any but 
for her wearing. 

That ſhe- knows Thorpe, but never had any Silks from him or from 
FRANCE. 

Mr. Sawders confronted her, and ſaid they have been lately in Holand 
rogether, and that he recciv'd 14 Pieces of Silk and 25 Picccs of Muſlin 
from Barailleau, which were pack'd up in her Preſence, and brought 
them over for her, but they were (eiz'd before they could be deliver'd to 


Mr. Montbrun (aid, that he was not concern'd in the 47 Pieces of Silk 
that Mr. Rape found in the Houle where he lay, he only being a'Lodger 
there, and that he never dealr in any prohibired Goods. 

That one Mrs. Carpenter was his Landlady, and thar the Silks were 
taken in another Lodgers Room, whom he did not know. , 

He knows neither 7horpe, Brown nor Serjeant, nor cyer receiv'd any 
Silks from them or from Pigaz/t, or any other Merchants either in 
Calais or France. | 

Mr. Seiznoret ſaid, that he knows not what De /a Matte has done 
concerning Laſtrings and 4lamodes in Rotrerdam, Either in bringing them 
from France thither, or altering'the Seals, that he never gave him any 
Orders ſo to do, but thar what Silks he at any time receay'd, were as 
made in Z/o/lard, of which there is a very confiderable Manufatture in 
Amſterdam as-well as Rotterdam: 

Thar there are not above 890 Looms 'at Lyons, which cannot make 
above 8000 Pieces: in a year, fo that it is impoflible Mr. De /a Motte 
ſhould receive ſo great a Quantity as is teſtify*d by Baudouin in 2 years 
from thence, ſince that all ZUROPE are (upplyd from LIONS only 
with thoſe ſorts of Silks. Ig 

That he knows not Saunders, nor cyer ſaw him till his Attendance 
upon the Commitree. Wee ers 

Upon which Saunders confronted him, and. ſaid, that he had been 
with Mr. Seiznoret at the Rummer Tavern in great Queen-ſtreet in 169%, 
where he own'd to him the receipt of 7 Pacquets of Silk, ſome. where- 
of he told hit were wet in the Carriage, and'ar the ſame time gave him 
Orders for 4 Pacquers more which he brought over, and they were deli- 
ver d him by Mr. Rigden.- * © oa | wt 

That Mr. Seignoret went by the Name'of George Smith, and himſelf 
by. the Name of Jackſon. © | * 

Mr. Seignoret ſaid, that he docs not know 7! horpe, but has heard much 
of him, that he came once to his Houſe to deſire his Aſſiſtance in helping 
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him out - of ſome 'Froubles he was in, but: that 'he 'refus'd to ſee him, 
and ord'red him to be told that he would have-:nophing to do with him, 
and never receiv'd any Silks from him. / 

That what-Letters he hath ſent ro Fraice, he hath ſent by the way of 
Amſterdam, and not by Calais. | 

Mr. Thorpe confronted him and (aid,that when he was ſent by Barai4eau 
ro Mr. Seignoret's Houſe, Barailleau ord'red him to ask for Mr. Seignoret, 
ſaying his own Name was Faces. 

That Barailleau further told him, that the Orders he ſhould receive 
were upon Mr. Seignoret's Account, and that he did accordingly go to 
Mr. Sejgnoret's Houſe, and asking for: him, was carry'd up Stairs into a

Mr. Seignoret ſaid further, that he knows Brows, he having becn an 
Evidence againſt him upon his Tryal, but he remembers nothing of his 
own ſending any Gold abroad. 

" Mr. 'Bawudovin (Mr. 'Seignoret's Partner) ſaid, that he deſired he 
might-be included in Mr. Sezgnoret's Defence, his Caſe being the ſame. 

r. Santini {aid, that his Concern in Partnerſhip with Mr. Seignoret 
was only in Bills of Exchange and lending Money to the Governs 
ment. | 

Mr. Du Matre ſaid, that he knows not Saunders nor ever had any 
_—_ from him or ſpoke to him upon any Account of Trade in his 
Life. 

Mr. Saunders confronted him, and faid, that he has ſeveral times ſent 
him by other Hands French Silks, Feathers and a Quilt, the which he 
own'd to him to have receiv'd, 

Mr. Du Matre ſaid, that he knows Thorpe, but knows nothing of any 
Matrer he charges him with, 

Mr. Thorpe confronted him and ſaid, that he has been often in his 
Company, and has had Money from him in his own Houſe for bringing 
over Goods. 

Mr. Du Matre ſaid, that he knows not Brown nor ever receiv'd any 
Silks from him. 

Mr.Brown confronted him and ſaid , that he had deliver'd him Silks to 
his own hands, and has received Money from him for bringing them. 

Mr. Du Matre ſaid, that Mr. Brown might {ay whart he pleaſed, bur he 
remembers nothing of it , that he knows old Burroughs , but he denies 
he employed Barailleau to pay Money either to him or Dewy, or that he 
ordered any Money to Joſeph Saunders. 

' Mr. Grubert ſaid, that he does not know Capt. Saunders by any Dea- 
Fngs with him. | 
: Mr. 
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Mr.S:uners confronted him, and ſaid, that he brought over ſeyeral 
Pacquers of Silk for Mr.Gr«bert about 4 Years ſince. 

Me. Grubert (aid , That he has made Compoſitions for what Silks he 
received from abroad , and paid them, and never traded in the like 
nature ſince. | 

That he never had any Goods from —_—— but only compounded once 
upon his Evidence againſt him, and denyed his having ever received any, 
Goods from Mr. Brown. 

Mr. Dihearee ſaid, That he-never received any Silks,or other Goods 
from Mr.Saunders, or by his Order,and never ſaw Saunders before his At- 
tendance upon the Committee.

Mr.Brown confronting him faid, that in Dulivier's time (who was Part- 
ner with Dihearce) he delivered very great Quantities of Silk and Lace at 
their houſe, and ſince Mr.Dulivier left Eng/ard, he hath delivered ſeyeral 
Pacquets at My Dihearce's houle for him,and in his Preſence, 

Mr.Dihearce (aid,That he might deliver Goods to Mr.#/ayembergh,whio 
livd in the ſame houſe, but nor for him ; to which My. Brown (aid, that 
his \/aſter Garland told him,that though Mr.Dulivier was gone, he had lefr 
Mr.Dibearce in his Place, and that he thould deliver what Goods he ſent 
him to Mr.Dihearce ; and he did deliver them- accordingly , and Mr.Di- 
hearce told him,that if he would take care in his marters,he would prove 
as good to him as ever Dulivier was. 

Thomas Serjeant (aid, That he carryed a great many Pacquets to a houſe 
in Nicholas Lane, ſhew'd tohim by Brown,co' be Mr.Dibearce's houſe, bur 
did not deliver them ro Mr.Dzhearce's hands only to Servants. 

Mr.Dihearce further ſaid, that he knows nothing of procuring any 
counterfeit Seal, in imitation of that of the Cuſtom-houſe for Mrs. Pool, 
that he has dealt with Mrs. Pool for Silks , which he had from Dulivier 
and others ; but that he did not aſliſt her in affixing any Seals to thoſe 
Silks. 

Mr.Goodwyn confronting him fſaid,he could not charge Mr.Djbearce with 
procuring ſuch Seal ; bur rhar he did fee him afliſt Mrs. Pool in affixing 
the Seals and Tickets to a great quantity of Silks,which he had told her, 
it was between May and Michaelmas, 1694. 

Mr.Dihearce faid,that Mr.Goodwyn's Evidence ought not to be credited, 
he having been in his Debr,for which he compounded to loſs,and that he 
was now in debt to the Company. 

Mr.Goodwyn ſaid, That he was ruin'd in Partnerſhip with Mrs.Pool,butir 
was by reaſon a great part of his Debtors were undone,upon the Defeat of

Bartholomew Middy (aid, that he docs not know Thorpe any other ways 
then by lending. him Money at Mr. Barilleas's requeſt about five years 
ago.; remembers nat the having any Goods from him, or any Dealings

"Mr. Thorpe confronting him ſaid, That he having 180 /. due from the 
faid Mr. Middyand other Merchants for carriage of Goods , he received 
from Mr.Middy 12 /.

Mr.Mijday ſaid , That he does not remember he had any Silks from

Mr. Debilly.ſaid, Thar he does not know Thorpe nor Brown, nor cyer 
dealc with them for any Silks.., - | | 

 Mr.Brqwn, confronting him, faid, That he carryed Silks to his Houſe, 
and delivered them to him, they being directed to him and Mr.Monrbrur, 
and that Mr.Deli/ly-gave him-fome Money for bringing them.

I. Fj HAT as the King and Parliament have given all Encourage» 
ment to the Luſtring Company, it may be expeRed, thar 


the ſaid Compary Will Return ſome Service to the Go- 
verament. 

IT. That at this Junure, Experience ſhews, That the molt effeQual 
way to Diſtreſs Frante, is to Ruine their Trade : That the Duke of S4- 
voyhas not hitherto followed the Example of the Allies, in forbidding 
French Commodities for want of Cloath, which he has a Neceſlity for, 
and muſt be furniſhed from Frayxce, unleſs that could be ſupplied from 
England ; if that could be made prafticable, he would prohibit all 
Trade and Commerce with France. 

IT. That 'tis thought neceſſary that a Commerce ſhould be ſerled be- 
tween England and Piedmont, That we ſhould furniſh them with the 
Goods and ManufaQtures of England, and Receive from thence in Ex- 
change, Silk, Oyl, Soap and Paper.

* #n London. The Reaſon of it # that Mr. Vig- 
* non's affairs being very much diſorder'd, two 
** Men whom-he ſupported, remain thereby without 
* Credit, which has forced 4.00 Looms to ſtaud 
* fil: And therefore I defire you to keep up 
the Price of my Goods, that are in your 
Hands.:: Laſt night out of an inclination to 
ſerve you, I would have advanced 30909 
Crowns to Mr, V:ignon's Creditors, upon about 
23 Caskes of Garances, perfet and entire, 
which one of thoſe rwo Men, who owes a great 
deal to the ſaid Vignon has in France, viz. in 
Part, Calais and Diepe, and which I would 
have. conveyed to you by degrees for his Ac- 
count, and reimburſed my felt, with Charges, 
out of the neat Proceeds thereof ; but the cloſe 
of your Letter makes me lay all thoſe 
thoughts aſide; for what was a Trade before, 
is now become down right Robbery and Trea- 
chery.
